Safeguarding Property. 

_A neat system of safeguarding 
property against the attacks of the 
modern scientific cracksman con- 
sists of an arrangement of electric 
wires in open circuit, which closes 
immediately safes, doors, or win- 
dows so protected are tampered 
with. It is impossible then to stop 
the alarm, which may be a bell, a 
fog-horn, or the loudest of Klaxon 
horns. No current can pass until 
contact is established. by tamper- 
ing, and risk of fire ig thus obviated. 
Windows fitted with this system 
may be left open in hot weather, 
Any thicf attempting to get in 
would sct off the alarm directly 
he moved the window atall, Even 
a confederite in the house is of no 
assistance. Directly an attempt is 
made to tamper with or cut the 
wires, the alarm fs given, and this 
happens whether the alarm is 
switched on or at the time, The 
claim is made that’ the: system 
makes property completely bur- 
glar-proof. The cost of installa- 
tion is reasonable, and of upkeep 
small, The alarm, according to 
the Daily News, is in the hands of 
Technical Inventions, 32 Red Lion 
Street Holborn, London, W.C1I. 


The First “Prams.” 


The “pram” is such a feature of 
our street life nowadays, and so 
indispensable to mothers of every 
class, that one is inclined to forget 
that it did not. spring up, mush- 
rcom-'ike, in its present perfected 
condition, Ina paper read before 
the Society of Arts Mr. Samuel J. 
Sewell traced: its interesting and 
astonishingly remote history, re- 
norts the Daily Telegraph. The 
Greeks are believed to have used a 
primitive form of child’s carriage, 
made of baked clay and fitted with 
wheels some centuries before the 
Christian era!

Names in Novels. 

‘Next to finding a good title fora 
story is the importance of getting 
good names for one’s characters, 
says a writer in John o' London's 
Weekly. It is true that there are 
realists among writers, who have 
acted up to their conviction that 
ordinary names are best for or 
dinary characters. Jane Austen, 
Trollope, Henry James, and Merc- 
dith seldom went out of their way 
to hunt out high-sounding names 
for the people in their books, and 
among modern writers Wells is the 


one ‘who can and does use common 
mimes with effect. But he does 
it with a purpose. Little folk like 
Henderson and Gregg, Wall and 
Cave are brought into contact with 
tremendous events,and the contrast 
helps the story. Not that Mr. Wells 
cannot invent good names if he 
wishes to. Jimmy Goggles, for 
instance, and Tono Bungay. 

Dickens is, of course, the master 
of names. One sometimes is 

driven to, wonder where he got 
them, especially when you con- 
stder the immense number of 
characters that he used in his, 
books, In this - respect “Our 
Mutual Friend” holds the. record. 
No fewer than 101 different charac- 
ters are mentioned by, name. in 
“Our: Mutual: Friend.”” Remem- 
ber, too, that Dickens had. not the 
advantage of modern directories 
at-his elbow, and that most of his 
more fantastic names must have 
been coined outright. Turveydrop, 
for instance, Pardiggle and Prume 
blechook. Yet Pickwick is the 
name of a village in- Wiltshire, and 
Edwin Drood was’ notually,the | 
name of a public-house keeper not 
far from Gad’s Hill. Scott again |

CHITS FOR DRINKS. 


MR. LOWE MAKES HIMSELF CLEAR. 


OFF: ICIAL ARGUMENTS ANSWERED. 


A further contribution to the 
Great Chit Controversy was aiade 
in the Legislative Council yestere 
day aftergood when the Hon, Mr 
A. R. Lowe, pursuant ta notice, 
tabled the following statement 
wiving his reasons for voting last 
week in favour of the repeal of the 
“aeechits” provisions of the Liquor 
Ordinance: -In- pursnance of 
notice T be to lay before this 
hovourable Council the followiag 
statement of the grounds « of 
iny dissent. from the apiaion of 
the maiority. of one only, -which 
defeated the motion brought fore 
ward oat) the Councli meeting 
held on September 6, 1923, for 
advocating the repeal of Stetion 3 
of the Liquor Ordinuree, 1917. 
First, because the clause was 
Originated, by the late Governor 
‘Sir Henry May, a> the minimum 
he could enforge on this Colony in 
place of the much more drastic 
sineasure he had in mind to reduce 
the consumption of aleohol, net 
only in hotels but in clubs: he ae 
tuly made ct statement in Coun 
cil (Hansard: p. 90) “that the 
object of the bill wits net to stop 
drinking,” which, to my mind, was 
untrue and calculated to throw 
dustin the eves of the members 
pfesent and the public att larie. 
Further, the cash chit system which 
the Bill tacitly browsht into hejaw 
wisi child of the brain of the 
Colonial Secretary, the proposerof 
the clause in Council, who had 
introdsced a somewhat simikar 
measure in the club of 
country which has for its actus 
object the curtailment of credit by 
‘planters who rushed back from 
the club to their practically in- 
accessible homes in’ the cour 
aad evaded their commitment 
Irtve no coubt the remedy wi 
effectual, but there are ne inacces 
ble places in this Cotowy and this 
san does not therefere apply 


Secondly, the Ordinance was 
rushed through the second and 
third reading ia one day, on which 
the Estimates for the year were 
also brought forward besides much 
other business, The managements 
of the leading hotels protested 
against the interference which the 
clause would cause them and their 
customers, «No reasons for thy 
measure were printed on the Bill, 
and tke Government shelved any 
attenpt ata comproniise or amends 
ment by refusing to reply te 
criticism, 


“Much Ado About Nothing.’ 


The Government only presented 
their explanations and reasons on 
the day itself, a procedure which 
prevented the petitioners placing 
before hon. members such argu- 
ments as they would have thought 
necessary. Hotel managers are 
very much more subject to restric- 
tions and to the superiision af the 
Government and the police than 
any other trader, and well conduct- 
ed “houses” naturally object to any 
unnecessary additions to these ree 
strictions. It therefore appeirs to 
me that the rushing through of this 
measure, which an Unofficial mem- 
ber 
described as “much ado about 
nothing.” was unfair. 

His Excellency the present Gov- 
ernor admits the question is one in 
which two opinions are possible, 
because it concerns the internal 
management of the hotels and 
their clients; and he doubted whe- 
ther if he were starting with a 
clear ficld he would make such a 
clause law.

. Bad Debts. . 

Why His Excellency made the 
statement that the Hongkong Hotel 
does not pay for the fairly cousider- 
able amount of bad debts, and ine 
ferred the prices were higher than 
they need be in consequence, I do 
not pretend to know. The unnual 
accounts of the Hongkong Hotel 
Co, Ltd , are filed in the Registrar’s 
Office at the Supreme Court and 
the bad debts stated are so small 
as to be inconsiderable in com- 
pirison with the turaover. ‘The 
Hon. Mr, Pollock jaferred this ‘in 
1917 (Hansard p. 103) in answer to 
a question, when he said there were 
a da fiaitesimal number of cuses of 
bad debts, and it dacs not seem to 
me that there was any justification 
whatever for H. E. the Governor in 
canieiiting the argument he used.

in ruins, 300damaged. The deaths 
numbered 400, injured 800. 

At Kamakura there were 500 
deaths and 1,700 injured. The 
figures for Oraga are deaths 300, 
injured 3,000.
